Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Seventh  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  County  Borough  of  West  Hartlepool. 

The  statistical  figures  generally  speaking  show  an  improvement  over 
last  year.  The  Death  Rate  is  slightly  reduced,  and  the  Infantile  Mortality 
i  Rate  is  one  of  the  best  ever  recorded  in  the  Borough,-  and  although  the 
Birth  Rate  is  lower,  it  is  still  substantially  above  that  for  the  country 
as  a  whole. 

The  prevalence  of  Scarlet  Fever  showed  a  distinct  decline,  but 
I  Diphtheria  showed  a  marked  increase  and  was  severe  in  type.  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  was  more  prevalent  in  the  Borough,  but  it  is  hoped  that  our 
i  efforts  in  providing  extra  nourishment,  extra  accommodation  at  the  Isolation 
j  Hospital,  and  more  available  beds  in  Sanatorium,  together  with  the  improve- 
t  ment  in  trade  and  in  general  housing  conditions,  will  show  definitely  improved 
results  in  the  future. 

The  Registrar-General  estimates  a  fall  in  the  population  of  some 
j  780  persons. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  members  of  the  Council 
for  their  active  interest  in  the  conduct  of  health  efforts  in  the  Borough, 
and  the  members  of  my  staff  for  their  continued  help  and  support.

GRANTULLY  MATERNITY  HOME. 

The  year  under  review  shows  that  in  spite  of  the  setback  last  year, 
the  confidence  in  the  Home  has  still  been  maintained  by  the  general  public 
using  it . 

The  number  of  cases  confined  is  up  to  the  standard  of  recent  years, 
and  the  work  of  251  cases  was  carried  out  without  loss  of  life  to  any  mother. 

The  institution  still  fulfils  a  very  useful  purpose  in  our  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Services,  although  the  work  is  somewhat  hindered  by  lack 
of  space,  and  serious  consideration  must  be  given  to  extending  the  facilities 
for  all  types  of  expectant  mothers  in  the  very  near  future.

INSTITUTIONAL  TREATMENT  FOR  UNMARRIED  MOTHERS, 
ILLEGITIMATE  CHILDREN  AND  HOMELESS  CHILDREN. 

The  Public  Assistance  Committee  maintain  a  Home  in  Blakelock  Road, 
at  which  15  girls  are  accommodated,  under  the  care  of  a  Lady  Superintendent 
and  a  foster  mother.  Boys  are  now  accommodated  at  Darlington. 

During  1936  the  highest  number  of  children  in  residence  at  the  Home 
was  11  and  the  lowest  7.  Three  of  these  children  were  chargeable  to  other

CHILD  WELFARE  CLINICS. 

The  work  of  the  Child  Welfare  Centres  has  been  carried  on  as  in 
previous  years. 

The  appointment  of  an  additional  Health  Visitor  has  enabled  us  to 
give  more  time  to  the  older  child,  and  the  benefit  of  this  has  been  seen  in 
the  increased  attendances  made  by  children  between  one  and  five  years 
of  age. 

During  the  first  foul  months  of  the  year,  the  attendances  at  all  the 
Centres  were  low,  owing  to  the  epidemic  of  diphtheria  and  whoooping  cough 
in  the  town  ;  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year  they  rose  to  normal,  and  have 
continued  so. 

The  mothers  who  attend  the  Welfare  Centres  regularly  show  a  noticeable 
and  commendable  public  spirit  by  staying  away  from  the  Centres  when  they 
know  or  suspect  there  is  any  infectious  disease  in  their  family.  During  the 
year  only  two  cases  of  infectious  illness  were  found  in  children  at  a  clinic. 

U.V.R.  CLINIC. 

The  U.V.R.  Clinic  has  been  held  as  in  previous  years  at  Mill  House, 
and  has  been  attended  by  children  from  the  Welfare  Centres  and  School 
Clinic.  Many  types  of  cases  have  been  treated  with  good  results,  but  the 
most  obvious  improvement  is  in  the  treatment  of  cases  of  anaemia  or  debility 
frequently  found  amongst  children  from  overcrowded  and  badly-lighted 
homes. 

ANTE  NATAL  CLINIC. 

The  Ante-natal  Clinic  has  continued  at  Mill  House  every  week.  Patients 
have  attended  regularly.  The  benefit  of  dental  treatment  to  the  health  of 

some  mothers  was  noticeable.

In  co-operation  with  the  midwives,  I  have  been  able  to  arrange  for 
admission  to  the  Maternity  Home,  in  cases  where  the  health  of  the  mother 
or  unsuitable  home  conditions,  made  it  desirable.

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ANTE-NATAL  AND  POST-NATAL  SCHEME. 

During  the  year  arrangements  were  made  between  the  General 
Practitioners  and  the  Council,  whereby  every  expectant  mother  should 
receive  adequate  ante-natal  care  at  the  hands  of  her  own  doctor. 

It  was  agreed  that  a  report  should  be  submitted  on  the  conditions 
found,  and  any  recommendations  made  were  to  be  acted  on  by  the  Council. 

The  scheme  also  included  a  report  of  the  post-natal  conditions. 

No  charge  was  to  be  made  to  the  patient,  and  the  practitioners  were 
to  be  remunerated  on  an  agreed  scale.

i  TUBERCULOSIS  CLINIC. 

A  brief  perusal  of  the  statistics  set  out  in  the  following  pages  will 
i  show  that  no  support  can  be  given  to  the  belief  that  the  Tuberculosis 
Dispensary  as  a  unit  in  a  Tuberculosis  Scheme  is  of  less  importance  to-day 
than  formerly;  but  while  the  Tuberculosis  Clinic  at  Mill  House,  Stranton 
continues  to  serve  a  useful  purpose  it  has  been  felt  that  more  suitable 
radiological  facilities  are  highly  desirable.  In  view  of  this  it  has  been 
provisionally  arranged  for  the  transfer  of  the  Tuberculosis  Clinic  to  the 
Out-patient  Department  at  the  Cameron  Hospital  during  the  current  year. 

The  number  of  visits  by  the  Health  Visitors  for  Dispensary  purposes 
shows  an  increase,  but  it  is  to  be  admitted  that  such  a  figure  is  still  far  from 
satisfactory.  Arrangements  now  exist  amongst  the  staff  of  Health  Visitors 
whereby  1,600  visits  may  confidently  be  expected  during  the  present  year. 
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Radiological  and  bacteriological  examinations  show  a  welcome  increase. 
In  passing,  it  is  to  be  noted  that  much  more  frequent  radiological  examination 
of  each  and  every  patient,  where  necessary,  is  the  present  aim. 

A  definite  increase  in  the  number  of  contacts  for  which  the  diagnosis 
was  not  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year,  requires  a  little  explanation. 
A  fair  number  of  this  group  reported  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year,  and  in 
the  majority  of  the  remainder,  one  deemed  it  necessary  to  keep  these  patients 
under  observation  for  a  little  longer  than  the  average  period. 

The  optimum  benefit  from  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  can  only  be 
derived  provided  such  a  Clinic  is  strongly  supported  by  adequate  sanatorium 
accommodation,  and  by  local  hospital  accommodation — the  latter  mainly 
for  chronic  cases  and  early  doubtful  cases  which  require  careful  observation. 
Increased  sanatorium  accommodation  is  now  available,  and  a  new  block 
at  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  tuberculosis  cases  is  being  planned. 

Once  again  I  have  to  thank  the  medical  profession  for  their  admirable 
co-operation. 

TUBERCULOSIS  STATISTICS. 

These  will  be  found  in  the  following  pages  and  in  Appendices. 

Generally  speaking,  the  statistics  for  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis: 
make  satisfactory  reading,  there  being  a  slight  but  definite  improvement: 
all  round. 

Figures  for  pulmonary  cases  are  not  satisfactory,  and  it  will  be  seen 
from  the  tables  that  the  total  number  of  notifications  has  shown  a  marked 
increase,  particularly  between  the  ages  of  20  and  35,  where  the  figure  has 
almost  been  doubled. 

It  is  difficult  to  explain  away  such  figures,  but  probably  poverty,  poor 
housing  conditions  and  the  post-effects  of  the  economic  depression  may  be 
important  factors. 

Statistics  and  appendices  25  to  27  show  little  change  from  the  previous 

year.

MALE  CLINIC. 

The  following  pages  supply  statistics  for  1936. 

It  would  appear  that  with  the  advent  of  industrial  recovery,  the 
incidence  of  venereal  diseases  tends  to  be  in  the  ascendancy.  For  example, 
a  marked  incidence  of  new  cases  occurred  during  the  latter  six  months  of 
the  year.  These  figures  should  not  to  be  deprecated,  as  it  may  imply 
patients  availing  themselves  of  the  facilities  at  the  Clinic. 

An  actual  increase  in  the  numbers  of  attendances  per  patient  naturally 
led  to  a  drop  in  the  defaulter  rate.  Thus  the  syphilitic  defaulter  rate  fell 
from  44%  in  1935  to  25%  in  1936,  while  the  gonorrhoea  defaulter  rate 
dropped  from  78%  to  15%. 

This  is  explained  by  the  number  of  attendances  for  the  Medical  Officer 
at  the  Clinic,  which  increased  from  1,154  to  2,000. 

Generally  speaking,  therefore,  the  statistics  for  1936  were  highly 
satisfactory. 


FEMALE  CLINIC. 

The  only  change  in  the  figures  is  an  increase  in  the  attendances  made 
by  individual  patients  for  treatment.  These  attendances  have  been  made 
in  spite  of  a  marked  reluctance  to  attend  on  the  part  of  the  patient,  owing 
to  the  very  public  approach  and  entrance  to  the  Clinic.

DISEASES, 

In  1936,  the  decline  in  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  continued,  and  177  cases 
were  notified.  The  disease,  generally  speaking,  was  mild  in  character  and 
no  deaths  resulted. 

Diphtheria,  on  the  other  hand,  continued  to  increase  from  1935,  and 
reached  its  maximum  in  the  spring.  Some  248  cases  were  reported,  with 
24  deaths.  The  type  continued  severe,  and  8  deaths  occurred  within  twenty- 
four  hours  of  arrival  at  the  hospital,  and  a  further  10  died  within  one  week. 

Antitoxin  in  these  very  toxic  cases  seemed  to  have  little  effect,  but  it 
is  urged  that  some  might  have  been  saved  had  treatment  been  sought  at 
an  earlier  stage  in  the  disease. 

Some  2,360  children  were  immunised  during  the  year,  and  certain 
classes  in  one  infant  department  were  closed  on  account  of  Diphtheria  and 
Measles  being  rampant.  All  the  children  in  these  classes  were  swabbed  and 
examined  before  being  permitted  to  return  to  school. 

The  incidence  gradually  subsided,  but  sporadic  outbreaks  kept  it 
going  to  the  end  of  the  year. 

Measles  was  again  troublesome,  and  282  cases  were  reported  from  the 
schools. 

There  was  nothing  of  note  to  report  regarding  the  other  common 
infectious  diseases,  and  no  special  new  measures  were  adopted  to  control 
the  spread  of  infection.
